Demands by the State Welfare 
Relief commission for appropria- 
tion of $10,000 and the lack of 
funds by the County brings 
about a state of affairs that isn’t 
easy to solve. To deprive hun- 
@reds of families, who now de- 
pend upon welfare, of the sup- 
port they need would be a ca- 
lamity, but to provide fund: with 
which to kcep up this work when 
treasuries are depleted is another 
thing to think about. Something 
must be done, but what? 

The county hasn't the money; 
their hands are tied, according 
to claims by one of the members. 
Still the SERA insists that 
pledges be forthcoming from 

‘county funds for the expendi- 
ture of $10,000 for welfare relief. 
The following letter was receiv- 
ed by the local ERA administra- 
tor: 


Lansing, May 21, 1935. 
Mrs. Laura Olson. Adm., 
Crawtord County ERA, 
Grayling, Michigan 
My dear Mrs. Olson: 

Since 1 met with your County 
officials during the first week in 
April at which time, to my un- 
derstanding, it was generally 
agreed that Crawford County 
was to provide $10,000 in work 
relief as its share of local relief 
contribution, I have had various 
reports’from your county with 
reference to making a definite 
agreement. 

From reports coming to me to 
date, I am informed that your 
Board of Supervisors have pass- 
ed a resolution which in sub- 
stance states: 

“We cannot conform with the 
SERA request because we feel 
that if some of the people now 
employed by the Road Commis- 
sion do not work they cannot 
pay taxes.” 

It has been determined that 
Crawford County’s fair share as 
a local relief contribution is 
$10,000.00, and I feel that the 


county officials are not cooper- |" 
the Junior Class will give the an- 
nual prom entertaining 
Seniors and their friends on Fri- 
day evening, May 31st.

New Law Clarifies Tax On Diesel 
Oil 


Enactment by the legislature, 
the day before adjournment, of 
Senate Bill No. 290, cleared 
away all possibility of legal dif- 
ficulties which might have arisen 
in the future over collection of 
the state's three cents a gallon 
tax on motor fuel. Under the 
present law, representations have 
been made to the Secretary of 
State, that this type of oil, when 
used as a motor fuel, should be 
exempt from the gas tax. The 
bill passed and sent to the gov- 
ernor for his approval, re-defines 
the term “motor fuel” so that 
diesel oi] is clearly taxable. The 
bill was drawn because of the 
increasing use of this oil as a 
motor fuel. 


There are 516 people to whom 
the Secretary of State will pay 
some money, if he can locate 
them. Their names are the resi- 
due of a long list of more than 
4,000 at one time, whose owners 
were entitled to-a refund under 
the state’s present weight tax 
law. In 1934, the legislature re- 


duced the license plate tax rate 


from 55 .cents per hundred 
pounds to 38. Motorists who had 
already bought their 1934 plates, 
were entitled to a refund in ac- 
the lowered, rates. A 


effective, more than 4,000 checks 
were still undelivered; mail sent 
to last known addresses being 
unclaimed. The Department of 
State sent out some 5,000 letters 
to trace motorists entitled to 
their refunds. More than 4,000 
letters were returned, but ulti- 
mately claims were made, with 
the reduction of the list to its 
present state. Among the claims 
made for refund, some were, 
strangely enough, from a few 
motorists who had not purchas- 
ed their plates until the rate was 
lowered. The Secretary of State 
was not, however (as they dis- 
covered), looking for them. 


An increase of nearly $2,500,- 
000 in the collection of revenue 
from the sale of 1935 license 
plates and stickers up to April 
20, as compared with the same 
period of 1934, has been record- 
ed by the motor vehicle division 


of the Department of State. The- 


greatly increased demand for 
bookkeeping services, reflected 
during the month of May, re- 
quired hiring temporary em- 
ployes in the department, large- 
ly for that month only, however. 
From Jan. 1, to April 20, last 
year, the plate and sticker col- 
lections totalled $8,672,251.77; the 
same period this year showed a 
total of $11,162,462.38, or an in- 
crease of $2,490,204.61.
